Latin American officers, 
which is a virtual freemason- 
ry, as witness the existence 
of the G.O.U. and other pow- 
lodges, such as 
those in ivia whose power 
was broken in 1953 by embat.

This may well explain the 
swollen size of Latin Ame- 
rican armies, whose leaders 
feel themselves somehow men 
of destiny. But it does not 
apply to the air forces, who 
have no political or other 
traditions, or to the navies, 
who have always kept out of 
politics if only because they 
are confined to the seas. Yet 
most Latin American air 
forces are equipped with very 
expensive jet fighters and 
bombers, which rapidly de- 
come obsolete, and the Argen- 
tine Navy, alone, has 1,500 
officers and 20, men, and 
possesses two battleships, five 
cruisers, 11 destroyers, seven 
frigates, three submarines. 
ten motor torpedo-boats, eight 
minesweepers, and 88 other 
vessels. 

Of what use is all this cost- 
ly equipment 
age? For all practical pur- 
poses, ome could say, none 
whatever. It is, in fact, a mat. 
ter of prestige and national 
pride, like the refusal of most 
Latin Americans to allow for. 
eigners in to develop the oil 


industries they haven't the 


resources to develop them- 
selves. It is equally expensive, 
equaiiy inhibiting to overall 
progress. 
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
